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In this DIVISION will be found the most exotic and dramatic of the entire 
genus IRIS. Scientists tell us that this type is the most recently developed 
and therefore the most highly evelved in the floral kingdom. Their age is cal- 
culated at 25,000 years - scarcely comparable to a day in a Geological Calendar, 


The Oscocycli and their hybrids are guaranteed traffic stoppers for they 
are so bizarre, so startling and beautiful that it takes little imagination to 
fancy Venus or Mars as their original homes. It is small wonder that the Master 
said " not even Solomon in all his glory was arrayed as one of these", These 
gorgeous creations are indigenous to the Holy Land and considerable surrounding 
territory and it was to them that He doubtless referred for but ome true LILY 
is found native to this area, While this one lily - the Madonna - is lovely in 
its pristine whiteness - one would scarcely think of it as * glorious '. 


The word ARIL comes from the Greek and refers to the small collar which is 
found at one end of the seeds of both Oncocycli and Regelia species as well as 
the crosses from these two related groups. The hybrids of these two species are 
not only lovely but easier to grow than the pure species, They cross freely and 
generally produce plants which are more amenable to general culture than the 
pure species, New hybrids are appearing which are considerably less costly. 


Under the Section ARILBREDS will be found the hybridw of these species 
crossed with the Tall Bearded varieties, These ARILBREDS are almost as easy to 
grow as the straight Tall Bearded but many color combinations and patterns are 
to be found which do not appear in the Tall Bearded varieties. May we urge you 
to give them a trial ? We will be happy to give any information possible, 


There is also a specialist group which sponsors the ARILS, Its Officers 
and Members are working on many cultural problems with the express purpose of 
pooling information and experience for the benefit of all. Dues for this group 
is $3.00 per year and a letter to the ARIL SOCIETY at P. 0. Box 86, WILDOMAR, 
CALIFORNIA will bring prompt information on joining this Organization. 


We are offering four NEW INTRODUCTIONS this year from the Holland Firm of 
Van Tubergens. In the near future we hope to offer new hybrids of other men who 
are recognized throughout the world for their work with the ARILS. 


Rhizomes are delivered after October 15th, packed in Vermiculite filled 
bags which give the greatest protection to the ARIL requirements, Cultural 
Notes will accompany all shipments, 


ATROFUSCA VE 12"-18" $5.00 
Typically this stunning Iris appears almost black , 
It, like practically ALL the species is quite vari- 
able and individual specimess may be red or brown 
or even bronzy - but all are beautiful and desira- 
ble. The signal patch is always darker than the 
fall and is usually black to the eye. It has abun- 
dant fertile pollen and has set to some Arilbreds 
for us. It is larger than atropurpurea and also pro 
duces the largest rhizomes of the true Oncos, but 
is possibly a close relative, 


ATROPURPUREA EE 6" = 18" $1.50 
Again a quite variable species, both as to height 
and color and even the form will vary - some blooms 
will have flaring falls while others round under in 
what has come to be considered an Onco trait. Color 
also differs from light reds, through the darker 
shades - browns and purples to near blacks, It also 
Crosses readily with other species and even some of 
the Tall Bearded varieties. 


BARNUMAE var, MARIAE £ 6" ~ 9" $2.00 
Although this is perhaps the smallest of the Oncos 
we offer, its color is so outstanding that even a 
few blooms light up a whole group. Both standards 
and falls are rounded and there is little variation 
in the color which is between orchid and lilac-rose 
with a glowing quality. The signal is deeper in 
tone, It is the pollen parent of Andromache and 
Artemis and should not be underestimated for it has 
set seed on both Arilbreds and Tall Bearded for us, 


BISMARKIANA E 12" ~ 18" $3.50 
One of the largest and most spectacular of the Onco 
tribe. In shape it is much like SUSIANA with per - 
haps even larger style arms and feathery crests. In 
the type ¢( variations appear also in this species ) 
the standards are off-white or light ivory with 
soft veins of pale blue ( the veins of certain 
plants will go into purple ) the large falls are 
between ivory and straw with heavy veins and dots 
of a deep purple-brown, Quite fertile both ways. 


GATESI Eetors6" $5.00 
One of the largest and tallest of this section, The 
standards and falls are slightly elongated globes 
of an ivory tone with slight veiningand dotting of 
pale lilac and a flush of chartreuse that gives a 
definite feeling of green, It is, as is well known, 
the Onco in back of all the huge MOHR family, This 
one is from an altitude which certainly indicates 
hardiness . It is the latest to bloom and should 
therefore bud after late frost danger is over. As 
in almost all the species this produces quantities 
of fetile pollen and is a good seed setter. 
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HAYNEI E 15" $6.00 
This is one of the larger blooming species which 
generally speaking are considered of greater val 
ue in breeding work. The standards are of light 
mulberry ( again variable ) The fails are red - 
black with a somewhat bronzy cast and a black 
Signal patch, Fertile both ways. 


LORTETI £ 12" - 18" Quotations by mail. 
We have located a fine supply of this handsome 
species but can not give a price as yet, It is 
a fabulous flower and sometimes grows to a dia - 
meter of 7" or more. The standards are silvery 
white with a flush of light lilac-pink and en- 
graved with fine lines of lavender. The cream 
colored falls are covered with minute dots of 
pale red-purple which become so sparse at the 
margins as to almost fade out, while the concen- 
tration at the center becomes parctically solid. 
This has always been rare and was scarcely avail 
able at all until the very recent past which ace 
counts for the lack of hybrids, 


SAMARIAE ML to 18" $20.00 
This is quite similar to Lorteti but grows large 
leaves on a more vigorous plant. It is more del- 
icate in its coloring and is considered one of 
the very finest of this entire group. This is of 
course new with us and while it is doubtless as 
fertile as the other species, we have no first 
hand information, We would suggest it only for 
those who have proven their conditions for the 
successful growing and blooming of the Oncos. 


SARI VE - ML 9" = 12" $1.50 
Another species which has great variability. 
Typically its standards are silvery off-white 
which has a greenish flush and light brownish 
veins, The falls are similar with a prominent 
signal of maroon, This one comes from a rigor- 
ous Climate and should be hardy in most places. 
The Broad beard is cream-yellow with a green 
tint that particularly accents the flower, 


SUSIANA VE 12"-18" $3.00 
This is the best known and perhaps one of the 
easiest of the Oncos to grow and bloom. Its flow 
ers are simplu huge and generally speaking have 
little variation in coloring, The background is 
of silvery, off-white and the veins, lines and 
dots which decorate its entire surface are brown 
purple-black which gives both a subdued and ex - 
otic effect, This is heightened in some examples 
by a slight green flush. The blooms are almest 
complete globes in form, It is a good bréeder, 
hybrids are now beginning to appear in Catalogs. 


Many of the above species are in short supply, while others are subject to the vagaries of import - 
ation. Urders for theOncocycli, the Regelias, the Kegelio-Cyclus hybrids and the Junos and other species 
which appear on another page MUST be received NOT LATER THAN AUGUST 15, 1957, Money will be refunded 
for any item not available unless specific substitutions are given, 


Most Aril rhizomes are smell - it is their nature - but under proper conditions they will grow and 
most of them bloom. We send out the best stock available - unfortunately there is no way of forseeing 
the performance of a particular rhizome. If you have not grown the Arils previously, we suggest that 
you begin with some of the less expensive and easier subjects. We

Keoelia Species 


HOOGIANA EE 24" $1.00 
This was discovered in fairly recent times and 
comes from Turkestan, near Tibet. The best spec = 
mens are considered to be the closest of all Iris 
to ‘true blue’ although, as in other species,there 
is considerable variation, It is noted for its sat 
in-like quality, 


HOOGIANA PURPUREA E€§ 24" Sao 
Same as the type but the color approaches a royal, 
rich purple and there is a darker signal patch, 


KOROLKOWI €E 20" $1.00 
All the variations of this species have elegant 
elongated shapes, rather than the globular form 
most often met with, in the Oncos particularly. It 


has a creamy white ground with chocolate-brown 
veins and a deep signal patch, 


KOROLKOWI VIOLACEAE €E 18" $1.50 
Similar to the type but has a whiter ground with 
reddish velvet veins and a dark signal. This, 
in combination with several Oncos has given many 
of our most beautiful RegelioOCyclus hybrids, 


STOLONIFERA E 20" $1.00 
The standards are white shaded at the edges with 
heliotrope in a plicata pattern and the falls 

are shaded lilac with a broad chocolate edging. 


STOLONIFERA LEICHTLINI' £ 20" $.75 
More deeply shaded and ruffled than the type.

HOOGIANA BRONZE BEAUTY E 24" 

( Hoogiana X Stolonifera ) 
This outstanding. vigorous hybrid has tall, strong 
stems and lovely flowers, The standards are light 
heliotrope-violet, while the falls are a rich, dark 
violet. There is a cinnamon-brown edging to both.

LUCIA ( Loo-chee-a ) E 20" 

( Hoogiana X Stolonifera ) 
Here is a handsome ruby-red bloom with the elongat- 
ed and pointed petals which are typical of the pod- 


parent, The decorative beard is steel-blue,

ORESTES ( O-res-tes ) VE 16" $1.75 
Orestes was the son of Agamemnon and Clytemnestra. 
He had two sisters - Iphegenia and Electra. The 


flowers are of a rich, mahogany-red with abeard 
of brown, It is slightly frilled and waved. An 
iridescence of purple and violet gives an added 
quality of brilliance. 


VULCANUS ( Vul-Kan'-us ) E 18" 
( Korolkowi X Stolonifera ) 
Vulcanus was the god of Fire and made armor for 
the Olympian gods. He was the only immortal who 
was both lame and ugly. Generally accepted as

the son of Zeus and Hera and the husband (strang 
ly enough ) of Aphrodite ( Goddess of Love ) . 
This latter lady was usually busy with the aff- 
airs of love - her own and others. The flower is 
slender and pointed, of chocolate-brown. There 
is a glossy violet blotch in the center of the 
beard, which is a striking blue, 
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This year we INTRODUCE four new Kegelio-Cyclus hybrids from the famous firm of Van Tubergen of 


Haarlem, Holland, They are generally considered as being easier of culture than the Oncocyclus species 


and while the flowers are not so large as the Oncos they combine the beauty of both parents and the 


plants usually produce two blooms per stem.

AMPHION ( Am-fee-on ) L 20" $6.00 
( not recorded ) 

The white standards are lined violet, the falls 

are also white but lined with a faint bronze and 

accented by a brown signal. The elongated form 

suggests KOROLKOWI parentage. 


ANCILLA ( An-sil'-a ) M 12" $6.00 
( not recorded ) 

The standards are white uniformly veined in soft 

blue, The falls are delicately netted with grey- 

brown. Unusual and could be out of Bismarkiana, 


ANDROMACHE ( An-drom'-a-kee) VE-E 18" $1,00 
( korolkowi violaceae X mariae ) 

Hector, a King of Troy, had a beautiful and devot- 

ed wife, for whom this flower was named. Rather sil 

very white with wine-red veining and a deeper sig- 

nal patcb. It is oval in shape. Fertile both ways. 


ARTEMIS ( Ar‘-tem-is ) VE 20” $1.00 
( Korolkowi venosa x mariae ) 
Artemis, also known as Diana, was the twin sister 
of Apollo. Their parents were Zeus and Leto. Art- 
emis was the Goddess of the Chase-and small wonder 
for Zeus - who was the head man - was usually on 
the chase, much to jealous Hera’s ( his wife ) dis- 
gust and anger. This is a stunning flower with a 
modified korolkowi form, It is in off-white with a 
heavy patterning of deep purple and a black signal. 
Very good for hybrid work. 


CAMILLA ( Ka-mill*-a ) £E 12" $.75 
( korolkowi X paradoxa ) 

A mortal maiden who lost her life in leading a war- 

rior band against the Trojans. ( Not a football 

team ). The standards are deep bluish purple while 

the falls are off-white with dense veinings of pur- 

ple and an almost black signal. 


CHARON ( Kar'-on ) VE 16" $2.00 
( korolkowi venosa X atropurpurea ) 

Charon was * the dark Boatman ' who met souls and 
ferried them across the River Styx to the nether- 
world which was ruled by Pluto. A different color- 
ing appears in this flower from most of this group. 
It is of bronzy, gold-buff with an infusion of red- 
mahogany and veins of deep maroon, Signal is black, 
on the red side.

BOCENA ( Bo-see’-na ) EM 20” $3.50 
( not recorded ) ; 

This is rather unusual for its lack of pattern, 

The standards are deep violet~purple, while the 

falls are bronzy black. Could have atropurpurea 

in its makeup. 


CLARA M 18" $6.00 
( not recorded ) 

This is quite different in its coloring. It is 

bronzy in tone with violet shadings and signal, 

The blooms are large and globular. 


CHIONE ( Kee-o'-nee ) E 15" $3.50 
( not recorded ) 
Chione was a very beautiful girl whose history 
is a bit obscure. Apollo, it seems, was either 
her lover or her ancestor — she beceme so con - 
ceited about her beauty that she compared it to 
Artemis herself, This was too much for a jealous 
goddess to take and she forthwith slew the offend 
er. Perhaps it was an arrow - perhaps, like the 
Red Queen she shouted °' OFF with her head !) The 
atandards are white with a soft blue veining 
while the falls are netted in gray-brown, Fermer- 
ly named " CIRCE ' according to the B.I.S. Year- 
book for 1954, 


CLOTHO ( Klo’-tho ) $1.50 
(( korolkowi x paradoxa ) X ( Artemis ) 
Remember the THREE FATES ? Clotho was the spinner 
Deep purple veins cover a lighter tone in the 
standards and the purple falls are veined with 

black, the beard is sable, 


DARDANUS ( Dar'-dan-us ) E 18" $1.00 
( korolkowi concolor x iberica ) 

Dardanus was the legendary founder of the Trojan 

race, Pearly white veined in lilacshaded purple. 


EUNICE ( Yoo'-jnice ) €£ 15" $1.50 
( korolkowi concolor x iberica ) 

Eunice was the mother of the Apostle Timothy.This 
is a fine - although somewhat smaller flower than 
many of this type. Standards are pearl-gray with 

soft violet veins and the falls are creamy netted 
with a fawn-pink of delicate tint, This and the 

previous variety have the same parentage and are 

perhaps sister seedlings, 


ESTS oe Gi iesi'so) E14. $1.25 

( korolkowi violaceae xX iberica van Houttei ) 
Isis, with the Egyptians, was the sister-wife of 
Osiris and was head goddess, Later the Romans ace 
cepted her into their extensive Pantheon as a 
nature goddess. The flower standards are a shade be 
tween carmine and fuchsia while the falls are in a 
light buff overlaid with maroon veins. The signal 
patch and beard are almost black, 


ISOLDA ( I-sol'-da ) E 18" $2.25 
( korolkowi venosa X atropurpurea ) 
This name comes from mediaeval Brittany rather than 
from the Greek, The opera, * Tristan and Isolda ' 
was written around the romance which also involves 
King Mark of Cornwall. The flower has one of the 
more unusual colorings in this type - over a mahog- 
any ground - a network is spread of old-gold veins 
A.M. ‘14 = R.H.S 


LUNA ( Loo'’-na ) EE18" $2.00 
( korolkowi violaceae X susiana ) 
The Koman name for Artemis who doubled in brass -- 
I mean doubled as the goddess of the moon! This i s 
an exceptionally good variety with its ground color 
of cream-white on which appears a flush of pink to 
lavender. The red-violet veins converge into a red- 
black signal patch, A.M. ‘O7 - R.H.S. 


SYLPHIDE ( Sil-feed" ) ML 15" $7.50 
( not recorded ) 
This is not the same as the original Sylphide in- 
troduced some years ago. The flowers are large and 
globular in a silvery white. The standards are vein 
ed in pale gray while the falls have deeper veins 
and a signal ofalmost black. It is fertile both 
ways. 


TEUCROS ( Too'-=cross ) E 18" $1.00 
( korolkowi concolor X iberica ) 

Teucros is a variation of the name Teucer - the 
original was a son of the River Scamander and 
first King of Troy, This flower, like many of its 
relatives, is a two toned beauty. The standards 
run to a soft pink with darker veins while the 
falls are silver-white with a pink flush and mar 
oon veins which become an almost black signal. 


THESEUS ( Thee'-sus ) EM 20" pales) 
( not recorded ) 

Again we are on familiar ground. This guy was an 
Athenian king who conquered the Amazons and took 
their queen for one of his wives. The deep violet 
standards have even deeper veining and the cream 
white falls have veining and a signal of deep 
violet. 


THOR (VE 12" $.75 
( korolkowi X sari ) 

Thor was the Norse God of Thunder. He had a mag- 
ic hammer which he used to fling about rather 
freely when he was angry - which was most of 
the time. Nasty disposition!!! This flower is 
quite handsome in spite of being a bit short. 
The pearl-gray ground is netted in heavy pur- 
ple veining. The signal is even darker, 


ULYSSES (You-lis'-ees ) E 16" $3.00 
( not recorded ) 

Ulysses headed the Quest of the Golden Fleece - 
no, that was Jason, Well, anyway, he must have 
been a slippery character for he had an alias - 
name of Odysseus and dreamed up the Wooden Horse 
hoax that led to the downfall of Troy. Standards 
are light lilac, falls cream, both with deep vei 
ning and a signal,

( Variegata Seedling X Joppa Parrot ) 
The color is unusual = unexpected. A huge Oncobred

( Unknown ) 

A much patterned flower with lavender standardsand 

splashings of violet with gold veins, The falls are 

cream-buff edged chamois with a signal of brown, 


ALTA MOHR ( Paul ‘48 ) L 36" $1.00 
( William Mohr X Alta California ) 

Flaring falls of violet-orchid have heavy veins of 

maroon. The standards are orchid with a purple hint 


AMERICAN MODERN ( Craig ‘51 ) M 36" $2.50 
( Gay Senorita X Joppa Parrot ) 

This favorite is quite handsome and clearly shows 

its Onco ancestry. The fine large blooms are olive 

ochre, flecked with blue-green and the falls of the 

same tone are veined with a dark red. An excellent 

bloomer- it increases well and produces seed, 


ANATOLIA ( Craig ‘49 ) M 30" $3.00 
( Tiffany X Los Angeles ) X ( Capitola ) 

This vigorous grower from the Mohr line has light 

red-violet blooms which are veined and dotted in the 

characteristic Oncocyclus manner, 


ANITA CATHERINE ( S, Clarke ‘49 ) M-L 44" $1.00 
( Purissima X Mohrson ) 

The large blue-white flowers show little evidence 

of its exotic background. 


ANYTIME ( Cavagnaro '56 ) M-L 45-50" 
( Alba Superba X Lady Mohr ) 

This is a flower of large wide flaring falls in whi 
te with pale chartreuse lines at the hafts, Has an 
extremejy heavy substance and as it sets seed well 
it should prove a fine breeder. The cynosure of all 
eyes at the Salt Lake City Convention,

ARDRUN ( McLeod ‘51 ) E 36” $5.90 
( Artemis X Gudrun ) 

A large purple-red ( almost rose ) flower with mid- 

ribs that are strong. A dramatic note is struck by 

the unusually wide brown-black beard, The fertile 

pollen and ususual parentage make this a valuable 

breeder's flower. We highly recommend it. 


ARJUNA AGA ( White '53 ) E 36" $7.50 
A tall, vigorous bi-color with toast standards and 
brown falls which are decorated with a brown signal 


ASKALON ( Jory '49 ) M™ 30" $1.00 
( Grace Mohr Sdlg. X Capitola ) 

A pink-lavender hybrid with deeper colored falls 

which are lighted by a yellow flush. 


ASOKA OF NEPAL ( White '50 ) E 30" $8,900 
( Unknown ) 
Mauve standards veined violet with falls of olive 


veined russet vinaceous and splashed purple.
